cided not ro offer President MeQKinley 
an honorary degree was given with the 
utmost gravity.

From the vast flat stretches of the 
Sacramentg valley to the loftiest peaks | 
of the high Sierra In California the 
United States geological survey topos- 
raphers have been for some years et | 
gaged in making accurate and detailed 
surveys. Recognizing the great vaine 
of having the valley lands of the 
state completely mapped at as early 
a date as possible, California has for 
the nast nine years co-operated with 
the federal survey in work in different 
parts of the state, contributing toward 
the necessary expenditures a dollar of 
etate money for each dollar spent by 
tne federa] government.
